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T IS not often that a hovel or a 
drama has two heroines, and this 
happens nowhere in 8 ex- 
cept in “The Winter's Tale.” But “The 
Winter's Tale” is unique among the 
plays of Shakespeare for other reasons, 
all of them more important and re- 
markable than this. It is, in the first 
place, neither comedy nor tragedy, but 
a union of both. From the opening till 
nearly the end of scene 3 in the third 
act it is tragedy; after that it is the 
essence of comedy. Again, the play 
stends by itself for ita defiance of the 
usual time restrictions, since the period 
covered by it is sixteen years and over. 
More than all, the plot requires that 
these sixteen years, necessary in order 
that a vorincess, born after the piece 
opens, may have a lover befote ite 
close, shall constitute a period of pen- 
ance for ths King, and that the Queen, 
pretending to be dead, shall continue 
inexorable and keep him in suffering 
for all that time. This has seemed, 
| among students and readers generally,

BERNARDINO WOMAN 
S DIES FROM NEGLECT. 
BLED TO DEATH IN A HOVEL AFTER 
HOURS OF AGONY. 


Troubles Between Canaigre Company 
and Rialto Settled by Segregation of 
Interests—San Bernardino Club to Be 


Represented in New Baseball League. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 2.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.}] Petra Martinez, 
a Mexican woman about 30 years of 
age, died from neglect last night in 
a shanty on D street, near Second. She 
came to the city several manths ago 
from Hesperia with her husband and 
three small children. She gave birth 
to a child about 4 o’clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon, and died five hours later from, 
loss of blood, having received ho med- 
ical attention until! a few minutes be- 
fore the end came. 

The family is very poor. Soon after 
the baby was born the husband calied 
at a drug store and asked for a phy- 
sician. Dr. Rene, the County Health 
Officer, was notified. He sent word he 
was busy with a patient and would 
not go. Several other physicians were 
asked to attend the woman, but de- 
clined, on the ground that it was Dr. 
Rene’s duty. It was after 7 o'clock, 
when Dr. Colliver, the City Heaith Of- 
ficer, learned of the case, and after 
calling up .Dr. Rene, who again de- 
clined to go, accompanied Officer Ket- 
ring to the hovel. The woman was found 
lying on blankets spread on the’ floor. 
A curtain had been hung up to shut 
her off from a dozen more Mexicans 
who were huddled together in the rest 
of the room. There was no fire, and 
the room was filled with smoke from 
a lamp. Dr. Colliver attended to the im- 
mediate necessities of the case and 
then returned up town with the offi- 
cers to get medicines. A few minutes 
later word came that the woman was 
dead. Coroner Thompson will hold an 
inquest tomorrow. Both Dr. Rene and 
Dr. Colliver declare it is not their duty 
to look after such cases. Whose duty 


is it? 
PEACE AT RIALTO. 

An important agreement was consum. 
mated yesterday whereby the long- 
warring interests of the Canaigre Com- 
pany, and the Rialto settlers have been 
completely separated. All pending suits 
have been dismissed, the stock owned 
by the Canaigre Company in the Lytle 
Creek Water and Improvement Com- 
pany has been canceled, so that the set- 
tlers own the water that irrigates their 
lands. There has been trouble for years 
between the settlers and the Canaigre 
Company. At the election two years ago 
the company gained control of the 
board of directors. A shortage of water 
followed, and no plan for development 
could be agreed on. Subsequently the 
settlers gained control of the directo- 
rate, and levied an assesement of $15,- 
000 to sink new wells. The work was 
well along before the assessment was 
paid. The Canaigre Company brought 
injunction syits to restrain the collec. 
tion of the assesement and the sale of 
delinquent stock. Then came the propo- 
sition for segregation, the canaigre 
people taking the initiative. The basis 
of se lon was that the company 
should receive a deed for its interest in 
the 500 inches of Lytle Creek water, 
which would be represented by 1762 
shares out of a total of 5000 shares, and 
also $15,000 for its pipe line. The final 
agreement was reached yesterday. The 
Canaigre Company's two directors will 
resign, and its interests will be di- 
vorced from those of the improvement 
company and the settlers.
